Satur- 
day morning Prof. Heilprin determined to 
attempt the ascent to the, top of the crater. 

The ascent was made on mules to an al- 
titude of 800 yards, the line of ancient veg- 
There, leaving the mule that had 


to the site of Lake Palmiste. He found the 
ake completely dried up and crossed the 
bed, passing up a slope. tothe crater’s 


edge. 

Decuméaly the edge of the crater was a 
high bluff, or shoulder. This, the explorer 
found, had fallen into the great crater, and 
he thinks this change probably occurred at 
the time of the great explosion of May 20. 

This is the first important topographic al- 
teration in Mont Pelee which has been noted 
and verified. 

When he returned to Vive he resembled 
a st@tue of mud. 

The weight of ashes and mud h carried 
on his person, the horrible atmosphere he 
breathed and/the fearful difficulties he en- 
countered reduced him to a condition of ex- 
treme fatigue. notwithstanding the fact that 
he ascended Mont Pelee from the most ac- 
cessible and easiest side.

Nothifig could be obtained at 
the City Hall without bribery. For years the Post-Dispatch has 
exposed the condition of rottenness and has charged that the 
poverty of the city and the ills that have afflicted the people 
were wholly due to the corruption of the city government. This 
view is emphasized by the grandjury in the following strong 
statement: 


“The taxpayers of St. Louis have been mercilessly out- 
raged for years. The money they have paid in taxes has 
been squandered, and instead of being used for the public 
welfare, has been feloniously dissipated, and has benefited 
chiefly corrupt officials who have grown opulent on small 
salaries. 

“If.the affairs of St. Louis had been properly admin- 
istered for the last fifteen years, and if all officials had 
been honest, there would be enough money in the treasury 
to put public buildings in repair, pave streets that are now 
unpaved make sewers that are now unmade, and build new 
buildings so much needed.” 


The grandjury calls public attention to another scandalous 


condition in its reference to the political organization of the 
police. The report asserts that “all the members of the police 


force belong to one political association and pay assess- 
ments to it. The tendency is to engender in the minds of 
the officers the idea that they must serve their party be- 
fore they serve the public.”’ 

This condition in the police force is scandalous in itself, and 


most favorable to oppresgion and corruption.

A aly dog is Col. George Gibson, sheriff 
of Howard County, Mo.—colonel by birth 
and sheriff by popular choice. Just in or- 
der to stir up a little excitement in his 
balliwick, he makes a proposition (not a 
proposal) to all the pretty widows in 
Howard, Boone and Cooper Counties.

OUR CROWDS AND OTHERS. 


One cannot but be impressed by the re- 
ply made by the German prince who late- 
ly visited us to one who asked him what 
had most deeply impressed him during his 
American tour, and he answered that it 
was ‘the great, orderly and _ cheerful 
crowds.”’ 

In this reply the prince emphasized at 
once his own keen intelligence and the 
great central and vital fact that distin- 
glishes America from Europe, says the 
Chicago Chronicle. 

French crowds are in a sense gay, but 
they are not cheerful and they have often 
shown how swiftly their surface gayety 
may be transformed into grotesque sav- 
agery. 

The American is capable of mobs, but as 
a rule there must be substantial cause. 
American crowds collect readily. They are 
not gay nor sullen—only eager, interested, 
cheerful, and when the cause for collecting 
passes they dissolve as readily. 

The European crowd is orderly only Be- 
cause it feels that it must be. The Amer- 
fean is orderly because he wishes to be, 
and under all is the deep, abiding con- 
sciousness of personal liberty and the no 
less deep consciousness of individual re- 
sponsibility. 

In Europe to preserve order is the busi- 
ness of the governors. Here it is the 
business and the interest of all alike. 

That is the heart of the whole difference 
and the lesson is being slowly learned py 
European governors and governed alike.

To-night Mr. Clemens will be the guest 
of honor at a reception tn the Cruikshank 
home—the closing entertainment of his trip, 
for’ at 10:50 Tucseday morning, he takes a 
train for Columbia, bidding farewell to the 
old home. 

Mark Twain's sermon at the Baptist 
Chureh, Sunday morning was a little dif- 
ferent from what the people had expected. 
Hannibal folk have come to expect lachry- 
mose scenes when the distinguished fellow- 
townsman arises to talk. 

For that. matter,. the Baptist 
service was iachrymose, but not Mark 
Twain's part of it. Rev. Everett Gill, the 
pastor, preceded Mr. Clemens by preach- 
ing a short sermon on “A aGriand for 
Ashes,”" in which he said some things 
that brought out the trickling tear from 
hundreds of eyes.

world go along life’s highway garlanded 
with the flowers of joy, tripping along with 
merriment and song, while the other half 
sit by the roadside in sorrow, with the 
ashes of mourning on their heads.

No life is one con- 
tinual song, nor yet one long-drawn. sigh. 
not all flowers nor all ashes. Life is a 
dappled picture of shadow and sunshine.” 

The pastor then referred to the guest 
of the city, the great man who has come 
i back to say good-bye. 

“Mr. Clemens,’’ he said. ‘thas not scat- 
tered the ashes of his own griefs upon 
the heads of others. He has kept them 
to himself, and all through his life has 
been bestowing garlands of joy. In doing 
this, he hms been doing the work of 
Christ.”’ 

“We Are All 

Preachers.”’ 

Mr. Gill then invited Mr. Clemens into 
the pulpit, ‘‘not to preach a sermon,’’ he 
said, “but to say a few words, whatever 
might come to him to say.”’ 

‘“‘No,”” said Mark Twain, arising in the 
pew where he sat beside his old sweet- 
heart, Mrs. Frazier, the Laura Hawkirs 
of his boyhood. ‘‘No, I shall not come into 
the pulpit. I might do that on a week 
day, but I cannot do-it on a Sunday with- 
out bruising my ‘own senre of the pro- 
prieties. 

‘But I must take issue with Rev. Dr. Gill, 
who says that I need not preach a ser- 
mon. What I say will be preaching. I 
am a preacher. We all fire preachers. If 
we do not preach by words, we preach by 
deeds. What we do and say has its influ- 
ence upon others, and in our dally life, 
though we be not clergymen, we preach 
to each other. 

“The art of preaching is to infiuen>ce. 
From the pulpit and from the mouths of 
all of us, the preaching goef on all the 
time. Our words and deeds are like the 
tidal waves of the seas that encircle the 
earth. 

“They are not for ourselves alone, but for 
others. We forget that we carry Influence, 
but we should remember it and we should 
see that our influence ts of the good kind. 

“Words perish, print burns up, men die, 
but our preaching lives on. Washington died 
in 1799, more than a hundred years ago, 
but his preaching survives, and to every 
people that is striving for liberty his life 
is a sermon. 

“My mother lies buried out there in our 
beautiful cemetery overlooking the Miss- 
issippi, but at this age of mine, she still 
cheers me. Her preaching lives and goes 
on with me. 

“Let us see that our preaching is of the 
right sort, so that it will influence for good 
the lives of. those who remain when we 
shall be silent in our graves.” 


Mark Twain 

Avoided Humor. 

Two things were plainly evident in Mark 
Twain's little sermon. One was that he 
strove, and with excellent success, not to 
say anything that could be construed as 
humor. It Was apparent that he felt the 
sanctity of the place and was determined 
not to profane it by a word of worldly 
wit. 

The other patent fact was that he had 
stecled himself against uttering any word 
which might bring to himself and to his 
auditors the pathos of his approaching 
‘farewell to the old home town. He knew 
that he could. not touch upon that topic 
without giving way to his emotion and 
thereby bringing the sympathetic tears to 
the eyes of those who listened. lT'wice 
before in Hannibal during tiis visit he has 
broken down when mentiontng the farewell 
aspect of his visit 

So in this his first Sunday sermon. Mark 
Twain did what he has done throughout 
his literary career—he kept the ashes of his 
own griefs to himself and scattered gar- 
lands of good cheer. 

And five minutes later, when the bene- 
diction had been. pronounced, he stood in 
the aisle and shook hands with the hun- 
dreds who passed by, holding a few old 
echoolmates for a little space to discuss 
the teachers in the iittle ola schoolhouse. 

“Was it Mrs. Horr or Miss Horr? Why 
it was Mrs. Horr that 1 went to schoo! to.” 
he said 

Out on the sidewalk he asked Rev. Dr 
Gill to walk down to the note! with him. 

“It will give me a better standing in

The Home of 
“Huck Finn.”’ 


This old house stands on the corner of 
North street and the alley shat ran past 
Mark Twain's boyhood home.a block south. 
From the rear windows of his home Sam 
Clemens would signal to Ben Blankenship. 
The Blankenship house is a dilap pidated 
shack, one story of boards and a brick base- 
ment, and is occupled by negroes. 

Several contemporaries of the boy Sam 
Clemens declare that Ben Blankenship was 
the son of the town drunkard and was him- 
self the gaunt and overgrown waif who is 
depicted in the character of Huckleberry 
Says Edwin Pierce: 

“Ben was a sort of fisherman. He rowed 
skiffs on the river and Sam and the rest of 
us boys, who were several years younger 
than Ben, were very proud when we could 
get into Ben’s company and have the use 
of a skiff.
